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INTBODTJCTION. 

Recent  progress  in  pulp  and  paper  making  and  the  widespread  interest  in  the 
industry  have  brought  a  demand  for  a  more  complete  list  of  works  dealing  with  the 
subject  than  has  heretofore  existed.  Up  to  the  present,  more  than  800  books,  pam- 
phlets, and  reprints,  which  deal  directly  with  pulp  and  paper,  their  raw  materials, 
manufacture,  and  uses,  or  with  closely  related  subjects,  have  been  published.  Lists 
of  works  on  pulp  and  paper  have  also  been  issued,  but  these  are  either  incomplete, 
out  of  date,  or  not  readily  accessible.  To  meet  its  own  needs  the  Forest  Service 
prepared  the  list  of  titles  which  follows.  The  aim  was  to  compile  a  more  complete 
and  accurate  reference  work  on  the  literature  of  the  pulp  and  paper  industries  than 
had  before  appeared. 

The  bibliography  contains  not  only  the  more  formal  works  and  treatises,  but  also 
the  important  pamphlets  and  reprints.  References  to  periodical  literature  have  not 
been  included  except  in  a  few  cases  where  the  articles  were  considered  of  especial 
importance.  A  number  of  important  works  which  deal  primarily  with  the  cellulose 
industries  other  than  pulp  and  paper  making  are  mentioned,  but  the  aim  has  been 
to  include  such  works  only  when  they  pertain  to  the  industrial  uses  of  pulp  and 
paper  products.  The  works  given  in  the  appendix,  while  not  dealing  specifically 
with  the  pulp  and  paper  industry,  contain  information  of  great  importance  to  it, 
and  some  of  them  have  sections  devoted  to  certain  phases  of  the  subject.  These 
works  are  often  available  when  other  more  specialized  publications  are  not  at  hand. 

The  titles  in  the  bibliography  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order  only,  since  it  is 
impossible  to  classify  them  satisfactorily  without  much  duplication.  Slight  errors 
may  exist  in  some  of  the  titles,  due  to  the  sources  from  which  they  were  obtained. 
Any  suggestions  which  will  make  this  bibliography  more  accurate,  more  complete, 
or  more  useful  will  be  greatly  appreciated.
